Probe finds corruption among marshals

NEW 5 ORK — A year-long secret 
investigation of corruption within the 
I S. Marshals Service has uncovered 
evidence of mob payoffs, extortion, 
loansharking, narcotics traffic and 
thefts by U.S. m arsh als and their 
deputies from New Jersey to Califor­ 
nia. 


Initiated at the request of William 
flail, director of the U S 
Marshals 
Service, the investigation has been 
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conducted by a special team of FBI 
agents and the Office of Professional 
Responsibility of the U.S. Department 
of Justice. 
The probe thus far has resulted in a 
series of forced resignations by U.S. 
m a rsh a ls and d ep u ties in M iam i. 
Phoenix, Houston and Newark, and one 
indictment — in Grand Rapids, Mich. 
Federal sources said other in d ict­ 
ments are expected, but that they will 
not necessarily involve all those who

have resigned. The sources denied the 
a c c e p ta n c e of re s ig n a tio n s b e fo re 
p rosecutions was designed to avoid 
scandal in the already heavily c riti­ 
cized federal w itness-proteetion pro­ 
gram. which the marshals oversee. 
The existence of the investigation 
was confirm ed by both Hall and Mi­ 


chael F. Shaheen Jr., director of the 
Office of Professional Responsibility. 
But neither m an would com m ent on 
the scope of the probe or the allega­ 
tions involved. 
Asked why p ro se c u tio n s had not 
preceded the resignations under fire of 
m arshals and deputies since he took 


over as director a year and a half ago, 
Hall said, “ I don’t make the judgments 
on prosecution. T hat's up to the De­ 
p artm en t of Ju stice and U.S. a tto r ­ 
neys. But whenever I have allegations 
of misconduct that are accurate. I will 
purge the service of those people who 
are not doing what they should do." 
T here are 514 m a rs h a ls and m ore 
than 1.8(10 deputy m a r s h a ls in the 
United States Their p rim a ry duties 
are the transporting of federal w it­ 


nesses. the serving of subpoenas, the 
protection of federal courtroom s and

service has been charged with adm in­ 
istration of the witness-proteetion pro­ 
gram Under it. witnesses against or­ 
ganized crime figures on trial at state

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Snake handler 
survives deadly 
bite o f cobra

A 26-year-old snake handler 
has miraculously survived the 
bite of a deadly cobra after doc­ 
tors worked on him for more 
than 12 hours and brought in aid 
from as far away as India. 


John V. ‘‘B u tch ” H effelfinger of 
W aco was near death for several hours 
Saturday and Sunday, most of his vital 
organs paralyzed, from the bite on his 
left hand by a Monocle cobra as he was 
about to p erfo rm at the G u ad alu p e 
County F air in Seguin. 
But nearly a score of doctors, nurses 
and ten technicians worked non-stop

“ We deal mainly with rattlesnakes,” 
he said. “ But last Monday I bought 
this cobra and decided to work him 
into the act.” 
Heffelfinger, who has been bitten six 
tim e s by r a t t l e r s , said he w a s n ’t 
p a rtic u la rly co n cern ed about hand- 
lingthe cobra, because aside from the 
King cobras, snakes usually don't want 
to fight hum ans.” 
‘‘I had the cobra on the table and was 
trying to get him to ‘hood’ (getting him 
to raise his head about 6 to 12 inches). 
The idea was to attract his attention 
with my right hand and then pet him 
with my left on the head.” 
This p a rtic u la r feat is called the 
“ Kiss of Death” and it almost was for 
Heffelfinger.

As Heffelfinger recalled it, the cobra 
was trying to escape off the table when 
it suddenly squirm ed around and bit 
him. 
He was stu n n e d at first and was 
rushed to G uadalupe County Valley 
Hospital in Seguin, where a quick de-

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MISSING MEN’ 
GRAVES FOUND 


The badly decomposed bodies 
of two young men were found 
late Sunday in makeshift graves 
in the 11400 block of Huebner 
Road, police reported. 


Identities and cause of death were 
not immediately available, according 
to Homicide Im . Rudy Buenrostro. 
He said the men probably had been 


dead tor at least one week and perhaps 
two. 


They were found when anxious rela­ 
tives, puzzled because the young men 
had not shown up for a family dinner 
two weeks ago, went to the two-story 
stone farm house on a brushy, weed- 
dogged 150-acre tra d . 
There, according to the report, rela­ 
tives found the house ransacked and a

order to destroy tapes

LOS ANGELES — H R . “ Bob” 
Haldeman apparently is stick­ 
ing to his story that Richard 
Nixon never told him to destroy 
tile White House tapes that led to 
Nixon’s downfall. 


Haldeman. the one-time White House 
chief of staff, is imprisoned in the fe­ 
deral correctional institution at Lom­ 
poc, 60 miles northeast of Santa B ar­ 
bara.

He has refused all requests for in­ 
te rv iew s. a p p a r e n tly b e c a u s e In 
doesn’t want anything he says to take 
the edge off sales publicity on a book 
the New York Tim es will publish in 
1978. 
But Haldeman did grant a two-hotu 
visit recently to an old acquaintance. 


Joe Scott, who publishes a w ell-in­ 
formed California newsletter called tin 
Political Animal. 
In keeping with the ground rules ol 
this visit, Scott did not quote H alde­ 
man directly. But he did print com ­ 
ments Haldeman made to him in an 
interview' last year. 
Nixon 
Scott said Haldeman told him Nixon 
came to him in April 1973 and said, in 
part, “ Maybe we should destroy all the 
tapes, excluding all those covering na­ 
tional security m atters.” 
H aldem an said he argued ag a in st 
this, contending the tapes would give 
Nixon accurate knowledge of what he 
actually said “ and a stronger basis to 
combat wild accusations.” 
“The President did not instruct me 
to destroy any tape, or to remove the 
taping sy stem .” Scott quoted H alde­ 
man as saying in the 1976 interview. 
“ And I did not do so.” 


Nixon said in his final television 
program with David Frost he recalled 
telling Haldeman to destroy the tapes. 
Nixon indicated he believed he would 
have finished his term in office if this 
had been done.

Doctors opened his eyelids and a r­ 
ranged for him to use his toes for sig­ 
nals — one toe movement for “ yes" 
aud two movements for “ no." 
San Antonio Zoo officials, who were 
forewarned, had cobra scrum waiting 
for the patient, but this doesn't always 
work. 
Soon doctors began c a llin g every 
snake bite authority they could think 
of, even one doctor who had treated 
s.lion 
cobra 
bite 
cases 
in 
India. 
Meanwhile, lle ffe lfin g e r’s condition 


began worsening to the point he was 
nearly unconscious. 
It was at this point he almost made a 
fatal mistake. Doctors weren’t certain 
whether it was a Monocle cobra or an 
egyptian cobra that bit him aud d if­ 
ferent vaccines are used. 
“ I gave them the wrong s ig n a l.'’ 
lleffelfinger said. " I signaled it was 
the egyptian (Ile has both types of 
cobras) but just before I became un­ 
conscious, I remembered and correct­ 
ed tilt' mistake." 
During the early hours of Sunday. 
tin' decision was made to perform the 
faseiotomy. And when lle ffe lfin g e r 
awoke about 7 a m . all of his vital 
organs were working. 


Off critical 


A few hours later he was taken off 
the critical list and by early afternoon 
was out of tilt' intensive care unit. Ile 
expects to remain iii the hospital two 
or three more days. 
Will he go back to performing with 
cobras again? 
“ Sure, F II be ready as soon as my 
arm heals." he said. “ However my 
wife Cindy says “never again.'

M EXICO C ITY - With foreign eon- 
fidence in the Mexican economy ap­ 
parently returning, Mexico is planning 
to seek its largest ever loan abroad — a 
SI.2 billion credit on the Eurodollar

The syndicated loan of dollars depo­ 
sited outside the United States, which 
should be ready for signature within 
two months, will be destined for major 
projects involving nuclear and hy­ 
droelectric energy, steel and oil and 
will not be used to finance Mexico's 
continuing

With this credit. Mexico will come 
close to its $3 billion net borrowing 
limit for 1977, established by th*1 In­ 
ternational Monetary Fund follow int; 
last year's devaluation of the Mexican 
peso. With some $4.(1 billion due tor 
repayment this year, however, gross 
borrowing abroad will reach $7.5 bil­ 
lion by December, 
Debt 


In his State of the Union address last 
week. President Jose Lopez PortiIle 
announced that the public sector's for­ 
eign debt stood at the cud of June at 
$20.5 billion, of which $10.5 billion was 
for periods exceeding one year. The 
prix ate sector's indebtedness abroad is 
believed lo be near $10 billion. 
But despite the country's heavy 
debj-servicing burden and las' >car's 
monetary crisis, when an outflow ut 
some $4 billion forced the first Mux 
jean currency devaluation iii ll years 
foreign bankers appear to have con 
fidence in the economic management 
of the nine-month-old Lopez Port jilt 
administration.

Proven oil reserves now stand at IH S 
billion barrels and arc growing stea­ 
dily, while probable reserves in south­ 
east Mexico arc estimated at anywhere 
between (ill and Kid billion barrels. . 
Banking sources explained that the 
major foreign banks with a tradition ut 
lending to Mexico — they came up w itll 
an emergency SHUH million credit al the 
height of last fall s crisis — have been 
particularly impressed by the hew go­ 
vernment's economic a u sterity, but 
they added that the oil bonanza had 
helped attract hundreds of sm alle r 
banks to par'iciap*c iii new loans.

Investigators have been told that 
Korean diplomats as well as other 
‘•unofficial” agents were involved — in­ 
deed, that Park was viewed as a lob­ 
bying rival by the South Korean am­ 
bassador. 


Thus even if the South Korean go­ 
vernment were lo put Park on the next 
plane back to Washington to face a 31

WASHINGTON - The great 
Farah boycott began in Angust 
of 1H73. 


l l ended i i i February o f 1 5 ) 7 1 
In Hie annals of labor relations, this 
was ail epic conflict. Now a little 
monograph comes to hand, offering a 
reflective judgment on the battle. 
Nobody won. 
Little bias shown 
The monograph is the work of 
Harold IL (Axson Jr.. director of the 
labor law section of the C S. Chamber 
of Commerce. Presum ably the 
gentleman is biased toward business, 
but little such bias appears in his 
paper. 
Coxson sets forth the facts, and lets 
us add up the score. The score, con­ 
sidering the injuries, was something 
worse than a scoreless tie. 
At the time it all began, the Farah 
Manufacturing Co. of El Paso was 
one of three major companies 
manufacturing pants fur the whole­ 
sale trade. 
The company was a kind of length­ 
ened shadow of Willie Farah, a stub­ 
born, hard-working, passionately pa­ 
triotic American of Lebanese des­ 


cent Under Iii'' direction, the firm 
had prospered. 


Coxson looked lip the figures. Al 
their peak. Farah’s factories pro­ 
duced 12,(MHI dozen men s and boys’ 
garments per day. I heir estimated 
annual cloth usage was 39 million 
linear yards. 
Tile company operated nine plants 


i i i San Antonio aud El Paso. The 
payroll numbered 9.500 persons. 
Before the boycott. Farah had an 
impressive record of sales and pro­ 
fits. Iii 1907 Hie company went public. 
Fortune magazine ranked it 38th 
among 1.000 companies iii terms of 
earnings per share on invested capi­ 
tal. Its stock ranged from a low of $40 
lo a high of $90. 
Over a period of several years, the 
Amalgamated Clothing and Textile 
Workers Union (AKLA40) had tried 
strenuously to organize the Farah 
workers. Coxson does not go into the 
background of the prolonged dispute, 
but the bitterness and hostility have 
been widely reported elsewhere. 
This was a rough one — a militant 
union, with some fire-eating leaders, 
pitted against intransigent manage­ 
ment. strongly entrenched. Black 
gum and thunder clashed. The union 


flexed its muscles and proclaimed a 
national boycott of Farah products. 


iii a nice, ironical sense, the boy­ 
cott succeeded. Iii Pittsburgh, which 
Coxson takes to he a typical city, 
Farah pants had disappeared from 
the shelves of every major store by 
.June of 1973. The company began 
hurting. 
Its stock, which 
had traded 
between 19;*4 and 49»4 in 1971, 
dropped to a low of 1(DS in 1972. In 
1973 the range was between 3* 4 and 
12r,«. In 1975. the year after the boy­ 
cott ended, the high was 9%. The 
company plainly didn’t win. 
When the labor troubles began, in 
1989, the average starting wage at the 
Farah company was $1.70 per hour. 
The minimum wage was then $1.80. 
When Willie Farah at last eaved in, 
and withdrew his opposition to the 
union, a settlement was reached. The 


new starting wage was $2.50, but the 
minimum wage by that time had in­ 
creased to $2.20. Put another way, the 
union won an 80-ccnt increase, but 
the workers would have had 80 cents 
anyhow 
At the end of a 22-month strike, 
when they had no wages at all. they 
won 20 cents, net. per hour. It is hard 
to see what the workers won. 
Union victory? 


Perhaps it was a union victory? 
(Axson doubts it. 
At the time of settlement, it was 
widely reported that the union bad 
spent $4.5 million on the boycott. The 
union obtained 5.500 new members, 
paving dues (at the 1974 rate) of $3 
per month. On that basis, the union 
would need 25 years to recoup its 
costs. 
The union had hoped to organize 
other companies iii El Paso as a re­ 
sult of its success at Farah, but three 
years later, says Coxson, “ only one- 
tenth of El Paso is unionized.” 
If this was a union victory, it was a 
pyrrhic victory indeed. 


What of the public interest? 
During the boycott, consumers had 


choices of two major products instead 
of three. Not much public interest 
there. 
Farah s payroll dropped from 9,500 


to 7.5UO during the boycott: it has 
since dropped to about 0,500. Instead 
of nine plants, the company operates 
three. They produce only 3.501) dozen 
garments a day. Farah's purchases 
of material have dropped to ll mil­ 
lion linear yards. 
Farah’s stock could be had a week 


or so ago at $3.50 a share. 
"What does all this show?” asks 


Coxson. “ When a union implements a 
consumer boycott that reduces or 
eliminates the demand for a particu­ 
lar product, nobody really wins. Em­ 
ployes lose jobs; the company and its 
stockholders lose money; competition 
is reduced in the industry, and 
consumers have one less brand to 
choose from. 


Learning hoped for 


Coxson expresses a hope that the 


American public will learn from the 
Farah experience, but the hope is 
probably forlorn. 
Wars — any wars — are fearfully 


expensive, but men keep fighting 
them anyhow.

1972 campaign 


During the 1972 campaign, it was

Labor trounced 


Third, labor's proposals on Capitol 


Hill have been trounced. 
But its defeat is less the consequence 


of opposition by traditional conserva­ 
tive and business opponents than the 
result of an abandonment of labor's 
program by Democrats w horn it helped 
to elect. 
There is a new and healthy skepti­ 
cism on Capitol Hill.

T h o m a s R o b e rt M a lth u s g a v e w o rld the 
Principle of Population. 


This, too, was a pregnant thought 
but it did not take. 
Ricardo’s view captured Britain as 
the Holy Inquisition captured Spain. 
For the next hundred years, until the 
decade of the Great Depression, Say 
and Ricardo ruled supreme. 
Men who said there could be a shor­ 
tage of purchasing power did not know 
their econom ics; in fact, they w ere 
considered crackpots. 
Then, with John M aynard Keynes, 
M althus’ ideas of a shortage of p u r­ 
c h a sin g pow er b e c am e a c c e p te d 
doctrine. 
The most urgent task of government 
now was to com pensate for the shor­ 
tage, to offset the oversaving. Econo­ 
mics is not an exact science. 
Strong current 


A strong and even dominant current 
of social thought in the last century set 
the rich apart and held that they were, 
indeed, a superior caste. 
Of these ideas the rich themselves, 
not then a bookish lot, were often only 
dimly aware. They knew they w ere 
better hut not why. 
T hese ideas depended a little on 
economies, a little on theology and a 
great deal on biology. 
One should begin their study by a 
stroll through a m useum of natural 
history. 
The higher p rim a te s, in c o n tra st

A dam S m ith offered m ore 
than counsel on public affairs. 
He offered w hat would today be 
called an economic model — a view of 
how the economic system works. 
Competition caused prices to be set 
in rough accord with the cost of pro­ 
duction. 
The cost of production of an item, in 
turn, was the cost of rep ro d u c in g , 
rearing and sustaining the labor that 
went into it. 
Germs of ideas 


Here were the germ s of two ideas 
which were to grow and shape m en’s 
thought — and which still do. 
One was the labor theory'of value. 
Tin' other was that mankind would 
tend always to fall victim to its own 
fecundity — the never-to-be-repressed 
population explosion. 
In the 25 y e a rs follow ing A dam 
Smith’s death, both ideas were taken 
up in London by two close friends, 
David Ricardo and Thomas Malthus. 
Ricardo is Smith’s only serious con­ 
tender for the title of founding father of 
economics. 
R icard o w as Je w ish . He w as a 
stockbroker, a m em ber of Parliament, 
a man of superb clarity of mind and 
terrible obscurity of prose. 
M althus, a n o n p ra c tic in g c le rg y ­ 
man, was English. 
Teacher 
Malthus, for much of his life, taught 
at Haileybury — the staff college of the 
East India Co. 
In the last century the East India Co. 
was the source of income for Britain’s 
greatest economists — besides Malth­ 
us, Jam es Mill and bis prodigious and 
luminous son, John Stuart Mill. 
Nom1 of them , it is in te restin g to 
note, was ever on the subcontinent, and 
this was not thought to be a handicap. 
From Malthus came the Principle of 
Population. 
This held, that given "the passion 
between the sexes (a most dam aging 
thing that he sometimes thought might 
be subject to “ moral re s tra in t’’ and 
against which he suggested ministers 
might warn at m arriage), population 
would always increase in geom etric 
ratio — 2. 4. 8. IB and so on. 
Food supply 
Meanwhile, at best, the food supply 
would increase only arithmetically — 
2, 3. 4. 5 . . . 
From this cam e the inevitable re­ 
sult: In the likely absence of moral 
restraint, population would be subject 
only to the r e c u r r e n t and g h a s tly 
checks imposed by famine or by war or 
natural catastrophe. 
A dam S m ith , re fle c tin g on the 
rewards from the freedom of trade, the 
resulting pursuit of self-interest and 
the division of labor, had a generally 
optim istic view of the prospects for 
man. 
Not Malthus. 
Nor was David Ricardo ever thought 
an optimist. 
It was with Malthus and Ricardo that 
economics became the dismal science. 
Workers 


Equally with his friend, David Ri­ 
cardo foresaw a continuing increase in 
population, and M althus’ population 
became Ricardo’s workers. 
Among the workers would be such 
competition for work on the one hand 
and for the food supply on the other 
that all would be reduced to bare sub­ 
sistence. It was m an’s fate. 
In an ‘‘improving society” this fate 
might be postponed, and, as a m o­ 
m en t’s thought will suggest, in the 
England of the 19th Century this was a 
major qualification. 
But Ricardo’s qualifications never 
caught up with bis majestic generali­ 
zations. 
In th e R ic a rd ia n w orld w o rk e rs 
would receive the minimum necessary 
for life, never more. This was the iron 
law of wages. 
Ii led, am ong other things, to tin* 
conclusion that not only was com pas­ 
sion wasted on the working man but it 
was dam aging. It might raise hopes 
and income iii the short run. 
But it accelerated the population 
increase* by which both were brought 
down. 
Conflict 
And any effort by go v ern m en t or 
trade* unions to raise wages and rescue 
people from poverty would sim ilarly 
be* in conflict with economic law, be 
similarly frustrated by the resulting 
increase in numbers. 
Different products of farm s eir fac­ 
tories required different am ounts of 
Ricardo’s minimally nourished labor. 
The amount of labor required estab­ 
lished the relative value of things — 
again the labor theory of value. 
This, in turn, nurtured the distinctly 
pregnant thought that, since labor set 
the value of things, the whole product 
belonged to labor. 
Voiced in a slightly different form by- 
Marx half a century later, this propo­ 
sal would shake the world. 
Strongly rural 
R icardo’s world was still strongly 
rural. 
By the ea rly d ecad es of th e 19th 
Century, the Industrial Revolution was 
in the full thrust of change. 
fyWffive.r, in R icardo’s system the 
main .figure was still the landlord. The 
same pressure of people on land that 
reduced wages had the effect of shov­ 
ing up rents. 


In consequence, the more numerous ‘ 
the people, the richer were the land­ 
lords. They fatten ed , th e ir people 
starved. 
And again nothing could be done 
about it; to return some of the rent to 
the farm w orkers would only cause 
their numbers to increase. 
State receding 


In Ricardo’s world th e’state was re­ 
ceding iii im portance and power, ll 
was the continuing lesson of Adam 
Smith that it should. 
Intervention by government would 
not, as noted, help the poor. But it 
would limit economic freedom and the 
pursuit of self-interest and thus make 
everything worse. 
David Ricardo was not, by his own 
lights, a cruel m an. In a n atu rally 
cruel world he merely urged against 
contending in a futile way with the 
inevitable and for accepting tin* least 
bad. 
He did provide the rich with a very 
satisfactory formula for suffering the 
misfortunes of the poor. 
There was a difference of opinion of 
much future importance between the 
two friends over what would happen to 
the handsome revenue accruing to the 
landlords. 


with the slugs and snails or the dino­ 
saurs and mammoths that never made 
it to the present, are the products of 
natural selection. 
Being the strongest, best adapted lo 
their environment, they survived. 
And this sam e su p erio r stren g th , 
this sam e capacity for adaptation, ex­ 
plained the rich. 
Ascent explained 
Charles Darwin explained the ascent 
of man. Herbert Spencer, known to the 
world as the great Social Darwinist, 
explained the ascent of the privileged 
classes. 
The

Would be spent 


Ricardo held that it would either la 
spent or it would be saved and used for 
in v e stm en t in land im p ro v e m e n t, 
building, industrial developm ent, in 
which case it would also la* spent. 
He acc e p te d a proposition m ad e 
earlier by Jean Baptiste Say, tin* great 
French interpreter of Adam Smith. 
Say’s Law held that reproduction al­ 
w ays p ro v id ed the in co m e to buy 
w hatever was produced. What was 
saved was also spent, only in a differ­ 
ent way, so th e re could never be a 
shortage of purchasing power. 
On this point Malthus dem urred. 
Perhaps the revenue m ight go un­ 
spent; perhaps there might, in conse­ 
quence, be a shortage of purchasing 
power; perhaps, as a further conse­ 
quence, the economy would, on occa­ 
sion, falter and break down. 
There would be depressions result­ 
ing from a sh o rtag e of p u rch a sin g 
power as part of the natural order of 
things. 
Did not take 


1820-1903. an Englishman, philosopher 
and pioneer sociologist, coincided al­ 
most exactly with that of Queen Vic­ 
toria. 
It is to Spencer, and not to Darw in as 
often im a g in e d , that we owe the 
phrase, “ survival of the fittest.” 
He was speaking not of survival in 
the animal kingdom but of survival in 
the r a th e r m o re te s tin g w orld, as 
Spencer saw it. of economic and social 
life. He was, however, explicit in his 
debt to Darwin: 
. I am simply carrying out the 
views of Mr. Darwin in their applica­ 
tions to th e h u m a n ra c e . . . all 
(m em bers of the race) being subject to 
the ‘increasing difficulty of getting a 
living. . .’ there is an average advance 
under the pressure, since ‘only those 
who do advance under it eventually 
survive’; and . . . ‘these m ust be the 
select of their generation.’" 


Prolific writer 


Spencer was a highly prolific writer, 
deeply intellectual and exceptionally 
gloomy. 
His numerous books were influential 
in England but in the United States 
they were very little less than divine 
revelation. 
Across the United States in the 40 
years following ISHO — this was before 
paperbacks and alm ost before book­ 
stores — a reported 3B8.755 of his vo­ 
lumes were sold. 
Spencer was A m erican gospel be­ 
cause his ideas fitted the needs of 
American capitalism , and especially 
the new capitalists, bkt* the celebrated 
glove, perhaps better. 


Wonderful id< 'as 


Stern messiah 
Spencer was a stern messiah. 
Equally stern, as well as very nu­ 
merous, were bis American apostles. 
The most distinguished of these, ii 
generation younger than Spencer, was 
William G raham Sumner. 
Sumner was a Yale professor of in­ 
dependent and rugged mind and per­ 
haps the most influential single voice 
on econom ic m a tte rs in the United 
States iii the second half of the last 
century. 
It was S u m n e r's task to join the 
ideas of Herbert Spencer to those of 
Adam Smith and David Ricardo 


Sum ner was an ardent Social D ar­ 
w inist; he was fully as devoted as 
Spencer to improving the race. 


But lie also saw 
i i i tins process a 
m ore im m ed ia te a m e lio ra tio n that 
might help even the poor, might save 
them from being weeded out 


For the .struggle for survival was the 
whip on the back of the poor. 


It made them work hard against all 
their natural ^inclination. 


It was Adam Sm ith’s self-interest in 


im* p ecu liarly co m p ellin g form by 
which t he poor could I m * persuaded 


Aud the rich es ac cru in g the rich 
caused them also to work hard i i i the 
common interest 


From tile combined efforts of poor 
aud rich cam e production and wealth, 
and these, i i i turn, allowed more peo­ 
ple than otherwise to survive.

Promoter Tony Padilla just will not quit. 


After attempt to sign a world bantamweight title fight 


between Mexico City boxers Rodolfo Martinez and Al­ 
fonso Zamora in San Antonio short circuited a couple of 
weeks ago, Padilla did not miss a stride before he 
started on another angle. 


First of all. he kept his regular business going by announcing 
an October 4 card featuring the W BC ’s seventh-ranked super 
bantamweight Mike Ayala (17-1) against ninth-ranked Haul Tirado 
of Mexico City. 
That show will be held in Municipal Auditorium with ticket 
prices set at $5, $8, $9 and $10 The card will also have three 


preliminary bouts, two 10-rounders and a six-rounder, which will 
be announced later. 
Secondly, Padilla phoned Los Angeles promoter Don Charger. 
who put together the WBC featherweight title fight between Danny 
Lopez and Jose Torres, which will be nationally televised by CBS 
Tuesday at 7 p.m. That star-spangled telecast will also feature a 
WBC welterweight title bout between Carlos Palomino and Ever- 
aldo Costa Azevedo, an eight-rounder between Olympic Gold 
Medalist Michael Spinks and Ray Bison and another prelim 
between Olympic Lightweight Champion Howard Davis. Jr. and 
Arturo Pineda. 
Charger also put together a VYBA featherweight title bout 
between champ Rafael Ortega of Panama and Scan O’Grady of 
Oklahoma City which will be televised from Madison Square 
Garden in November.

Then it returned, but went from high lo low. then 
hack and forth. A local ear. nose, and throat man 
said it was a sim ple ease of "old-fashioned la ryn g i­ 
tis ." I recovered completely from the cold, hut the 
laryngitis part of the deal is hanging on. I wonder if 
chronic laryngitis can he avoided. It seems that my 
activities have already been curtailed. — JTC 
Chronic laryngitis is very slow lo heal. The "old 
fashioned" laryngitis w ith loss of voice was probably 
a correct diagnosis. T his can accompany it cold.
